“Since he [Huxley] expressed him- 
self thus,’’) Sir Arthur said, ‘‘the, 
great war has swept Europe,. un- 
covering primitive. traits and im- 
pulses which lie dormant in human 
nature. .As a sequel to the war came 
the- demands of small nationalities 
for separation and independence— 
‘self-determination’ was the phrase 
employed to describe: the process. 
The small nation movement is due 
to.@ reerudescence of the old ma- 
chinery of racial evolution.” 

The process of creating races’ goes 
on even in heterogeneous nations like 
the United States or Great Britain, 
Sir Arthur added, and continued: 

“Often the less differentiated -a 
people is in the racial scale, the 
more tribal is its..outlook and the 
more jealously does it strive for isola- 
tion and separation.”’

That convinces the players thdt the’ officials 
are on the job and know their business. ‘Thereafter 
the game should run smoothly and with a:‘minimum of 
interference on the part of the guardians of foot-— 
ball law. 

If the game is marred by numerous penalties in all 
four’ periods, it means that the officials havé lost con- 
trol of the boys. Few football followers would give 
more than three ‘casual cheers for a game in which

A Double Problem.

PROPAGANDA IN SCHOOLS. 


At the calliof the People’s Legisla- 
tive Service a group of-educators and 
publicists have’ banded’ together to 
form a national “ Save-Our-Schools 
Committee. %. Judging from. their 
slogan, and the way they:talk about 
“crimes against youth and civiliza- 
tidn;” they evidently fear the worst. 
The- public ‘schools of the country, 
it ‘would appear, are in imminent 
danger of being corrupted by: propa- 
ganda, especially by that issuing 


-from the “power trust.” ‘The: com- 
mittee. wants to-see- established, ac 


the “ Monroe Doctrine of the Anieri- 
can educational world,” ‘the principle 
that the.“ American schools and col- 
“leges are not to. be considered as 

* subjects for. Propaganda by. special 
“ interests, groups or causes.” 

There ‘is plainly. a ‘good: deal: of 
hysteria about. all this. Propaganda 
is as old ‘as ‘the <hills. It caused 
ADAM’s fall, and what’ were.’ the 
grapes... that _JosHUA brought. back 
from Hebron but propaganda for the 
Promised Land? No doubt the tech- 
nique was improved during the war, 
arid’ has been. widely adapted by a 
host of agericies, good and evil; since 
then. But. it was common enough 
in} ante-bellum days, even in:the 
schools.
